A name is also given the commission, 
the design applieabeingthe World's Co- 
lumbian commision. The third section 
dispenses with the United Statss corpor- 
ation, which it wss prouosed to create 
by thr' < nn .'reas of toe United States.

The bill now rejjorted is still moretHsn- 
servativf, protecting the government'a 
interests so far ah its connection with it 
is cunceriDKi. and insuring the financial 
succ(f>ii of the fair beyond m rea.soiial>le 
coiitinKeticy by providing that the com- 
iiiisNioii HbiUl n<<i (inly tie satislicd that 
tbe actual bona tide subscription to tlie 
capital sUtck of at least |U,OUU,uOO has 
be^n made, of which not less than kVM),- 
000 has beeu paid in, but also declares 
that the fiurther sum of |5,(hn),uOU, mek- 
ing i>lO,OOO.opo in all, shall be provided 
by the corporstion in ample time or as 
needed for the successful prosecution of 
the work. The eommtttee has given

New Yoni^ March 21.— "The southern 
people kiadw how to handle the negrosst 

they know just what they want and 
need, and if we are left alone we will 
provide for and take care of them to 
their setisfaction and our credit" 

These wees the words of a short, to* 
btist, healthy looking gentleman of 
about (K), with white hair and beard and 
a fiu'e exi>resHive of intellectualitv and 
energy. It wjvs Hisiiop Lyniaii. of N'orth 
Carolina, a gentleman well known 
tbrou,L;boiit the country, of vast inllu- 
ence in his own state aud an authority 
on many of tbe soutiiern issttce of the 
day. but parii 'ularly eonvwiant witti 
the race <|ui-riti<)ii. 

'•We are Kliid to continue to feel that 
our allairs attract tbe att( ntion of the 
north, and we believe that in our strug- 
gles upward we have their sympathy, 
even as we have received their asaist> 
ence in regaining our com tiercial pres- 
tige. But there is one question that I 
do not thin : they fully undentand, that 
is the race queciiion. I will not touch 
the whole !<roed queetiva. which le a 
vast thinf , but dwell for a moment on 
the late negro exodus from my own 
state, on what I know to be the prime 
factor in that movement. 

"It is not tlie hostility of the south- 
erners that has driven the negro away; 
it is not that all crops have In-en lost for 
the past three years; uot piilitic;il dis- 
frauchi^eiii«iit. incumpatibility. fear or 
any of the other ricbculows causes at- 
tributed by till- iiortberu press. Hut it 
is the iiction of tbe railroads ami their 
satfliites, orscali»ers. Tliis traffic would 
be small to a large northern railroad, 
but that it hivs \>eei\ profitable ta the 
lines of North Carolina and more 
especially to the agents, let me cite as 
en instance only only oiM ceseand I 
could give you nuiny. 

"One railroad agent has sent 80,000 
negroes out of the state, and his com- 
missfcm wae 91 a heed, e total of 180,000, 
and a very handsome fortune, I think. 
In the ctty of Raleigh and the town ef 
Rocky Fvint the people rose up in 
righteous angei and drove these immi- 
gration agents out of the state. And I 
believe they were justified in doing so, 
for it was a mure matter of trattic with 
tiiose people and resulted in cruel hard- 
ship to tbe poor negroes.

"I had in my own family an intelli- 
gent colored b^ to whom I paid $li a 
numtti. lbs seraad year I peld him tl4. 
He received a letter from an au<iu^iit- 
ance In the north stating that he oould 
earn <U5 a month as a waiter. I did not 
press lilm to remain, believing that he 
would return to me in a very short time, 
and he went to New York, forth^vith. In 
three months my- servant returned, 
ra^jtied. att<>uuated and heavy at heart. 

"And when I consented to receive 
him aj<ain there was not a happier boy 
in the south. He liad actually walked 
all the way from Washington. He in- 
fornieil me that \\ hile his wa^ett in New 
York had been liberal, his expenses had 
kept pace with them and that what with 
a swallow tail coat, other appropriate 
clothing and the high life of riiomi 
street, be was socn m great distre
